BRITISH COLUMBIA’S TROUBLE 
WITH THE HINDU PROBLEM. 

British Columbia, which is always more or less “up 
against it” on the race problem, is threatened with an inunda- 
tion of Hindus, and the immigration authorities and the 
judiciary have come to grips over the question in a struggle 
in which the strangle hold is not barred. 

Heretofore the immigration authorities have taken ad- 
vantage of the circumstance that there is no direct steamship 
service from India to British Columbia, the Indian immigrants 
arriving via China, and by requiring that Hindus, like other 
immigrants, must arrive from the land of their birth, the im- 
migration department has managed to limit the influx. But 
by establishing, in the face of official opposilion, their right 
as British subjects to move about freely within the empire, 
many thousand Hindus have managed to run the gauntlet at 
Vancouyer and are now plasiered about the industrial scenery 
of British Columbia, much to the discomfort and chagrin of 
the while population. © Now, however, the judges have set 
out to stop the immigration department’s interpretation of 
the law, or rather their evasion, and should the judges succeed 
in establishing their jurisdiction over the department in the 
handling of immigrants who are already on Canadian soil but, 
not having been accepted, have not officially arrived, the 
whole question will then necessarily have to go up to the 
Dominion house for settlement. 

That the Hindu is a positive menace, especially in British 
Columbia, goes without saying. Where, by a foolish land 
law which precludes the white race from free access to the 
land and thereby places in the position of laborers a very large 
percentage of the Caucasians, forcing the white man onto 
the labor market in competition with the Hindu, the ultimate 
outcome is too obvious to require even mention. 

To keep the Hindu out of British Columbia it will be 
necessary to upset the high-sounding principle that British 
subjects shall have treedom of movement within the empire. 
But be that as it may, the fact is there that the Hindu must be 
kept out,

“DINNER OF THE 


AMERICAN SOCIETY 


Noteworthy Utterance of Vis- 
count Haldane on Behalf 
of Government. 


BRITISH CABINET ENDORSES 
THE MONROE DOCTRINE 


Uncle Sam's Sons Celebrate 
Day in London With Dinner 
at Which Are Many British 
Guests, 


London, Noy. 28—The Thanksgiv- 
ing dinner of the American soclety 
here last, night was noteworthy because 
of the pronouncement of the British 
government’s endorsement of the Mon- 
ree doctrine by Viscount Haldane, the 
Lord Chancellor, Three hundred and 
fifty American men and women, with 
a large number of British guests were 
present, and they cheered Lord Hal- 
dane's words again and again. 

tobert N. Fairbanks, president of 
the society, proposed “The King,” and 
Lord Haldane proposed “The President 
of the United States.” "I recently made 
a visit to the United States,” he said, 
“and came back not only with a vivid 
recollection of the cordial welcome I[ 
received, but with a deep sense of the 
high ideals the British and American 
nations held in common—the high id- 
eals of citizenship of the two coun- 
tries.” 

Referring to the president, he said: 
“Before he became president, Mr. 
Woodrow Wilson was a thinking man 
and a moralist. In studying his career 
IT cannot fail to be impressed by his 
detached character, and find that he 
has not ceased to be a thinker and a 
mnoralist because he has become the 
holder of a great office, We see in him 
the aspirations and ideals expressed of 
his nation to the world. It {s not only 
his expressed declaration that the pol- 
icy of the United States is not one of 
conquest or annexation; but the world 
looks to the United States with Its 
enormous position and possessions, to 
earry on its traditions without adding 
to its possessions. 

“That is our course also, Nor is it 
the case that when the United States 
intervenes in any matter, {t {s done for 
ils own advantage. It was not the 
ease with Cuba, to whom the United 
States restored independence.  Eng- 
land itself has done the same thing in 
South Africa, where we gave back llb- 
erty to those with whom we fought.” 

Speaking of the Monroe doctrine, he 
said, that the United States considered 
herself responsible for the liberties of 
the smaller nations of that hemisphere. 
He could see what was in the mind of 
the president of that time—that the 
responsibility rested with the United 
States to secure good government and 
fair treatment for those countries. He 
interpreted President Wilson's policy 
to mean that the United States was 
ready to aecept the responsibility of 
insuring good terms herself in those 
countries and to those who went there, 
and that the Unitéd States should set 
up high ideals of peliey, of justice and 
ot righteousness. 

“T am not sure that anyone should 
speculate upon the interpretation of 
that policy,’ continued the lord high 
chancellor, “but I have thought my- 
self at liberty to say what T have. It 
is true, indeed, that a high spirit and 
a high aim have been brought into the 
policy of the lnited States in its deal- 
ings with adjacent countries, and it is 
because tle president has taken the at- 
titide he has—a step which no one 
can but admire whatever its  conse- 
quences may be—that I propose good 
health to Mr. Woodrow Wilson, the 
president, and Mr. Woodrow Wilson, 
the man.” 

Sir John A, Simon, the attorney- 
Beneral, proposed the healih of the 
American ambassador, Walter R. Page, 
and declared him to be the worthy suc- 
cessor of his distinguished predeces- 
sors. He said: “America and England 
have given their best and their worst 
to each other, America has sent us 
ragtime; we have sent you militant 
suffragettes.” Mr. Page referred to the 
Wirta reception which the American 
ambassador had met with in England 
and which he knew was a tribute to 
his country. Speaking of the difficul- 
tles of his office, he said that when the 
ambassador referred to the debt which 
America owe England, American citi- 
zens of Irish, German, Polish and Li- 
thuanian blood, gathered to adopt re- 
solutions denouncing him. Acknow- 
ledging Lord Haldane’s speech, he 
said: 

“The American nation Is not one 
whit afraid to follow {ts bent to the 
utmost length. The lord high chancel- 
lor has spoken of doing what is right- 
cous without regard to consequences. 
There are no consequences,” he con- 
cluded emphatically. 

Professor A. R. Alexander, chairman 
of the American delegation to the in- 
ternational conference on safety at sea, 
proposed “Thanksgiving Dey.” Lori 
Kintere and Colonel Sir Claude Mac- 
Donald responded to “Our Cuests.” 

Lord Winters spoke of the coming 
celebration of centennarial of peace be- 
tween the two nations. He said he 
hoped it would eventually be followed 
by the celebration of the millenium of 
peace, but those arranging the cen- 
tennary celebration Intended that no- 
thing which might follow it would be 
More unworthy, 

Sir Claude MacDonald, who was en- 
thustastically greeted, said so much 
had been spoken about the landing of 
the pilgrims on Plymouth Rock that he 
understood some Americans were dis- 
posed to wish that Plymouth Rock had 
landed on the pilgrims’ tnstead. He 
gave interesting reminiscences of the 
slege of Peking, In which he command- 
ed the international forces, and said 
that next to the honor conferred upon 
hin by his sovereign, the proudest mo- | 
ment of his fe was when he was plac- 
ed in command by the American min-

National Secretary Statten 
Talks to Edmonton 
Teachers, 


Yesterday afternoon in the McKay 
avenue school, Teylor Statten de- 
livered an address to a representative 
gathering ‘of the teachers of the Ed- 
monton public and high schools, W. 
L. Richardson {ntroduced the spcrker, 


who is the national secretary of the 
boys' work and = secretary of the 
Y.M.C.A, 

During the course of his address the 
speaker made it clear that practically 
everyone, Whether they. have made a 
brillant success or a dismal failure in 
life, makes the decision somewhere be- 
tween the age of 14 and 24 years. This, 
therefore, is the time in a person's life 
when the most careful attention should 
be given to see that the right cholce ts 
made, that the right influences are set 
to work. He said that the touchstone 
of the whole matter was In the four-: 
fold development of wisdom, physique, | 
religious und social sides of Ife. i 

Tho speaker went on to tell his | 
hearers that in the twentieth century 
the men of the most powerful influence 
are those who possess strong bodies 
and sound minds, and then maintain j 
an unselfish, brotherly interest in thelr | 
fellow men, striving at all times to get 
into harmony with the will of God. 
Such qualities, he stated, cannot be 
tacked on to full grown manhood, but 
it is essential that the foundations be 
laid during the plastic perled of youth. 
The wise boy should seck to obtain | 
balance in the physical, mental, social } 
and physical phages of life, he asserted, 

That every Canadian boy may have 
some ineentive to induce him to strive 
after this fourfold preparation, elght 
standard efficiency tests have been de- 
signed, said the speaker, There is also 
t ninth one, but it Is not necessary to 
win this one before receiving a dip- | 
loma, but it must be in the possession 


of every boy who attends the boys’ | 
work conference, | 

The winning of these efficiency bars)| 
and securing the diploma will form one } 
of the most important events 
Canadian boy whe is ainbitious to be } 
the most suecessful mun possible 
should strive for this achievement. 

Mr. Statten then pointed out that ft 
was through clean play, clean Mving} 
and straight methods that the boys can | 
make the most. of their talents. Ie | 
demonstrated that the great element 
in self-controi is myscular control. He 
declared that it. is, the playground 
which is responsible for the develop- 
m@nt of the social side of man's ‘per- 
sonality. 

Following this, the speaker outlined 
the great necessity of spiritual develop- 
ment, coupled with the best that is 
possible in the physical training, and 
that these qualities, combined with the 
all-round training given to the boys in 
the various tests, should make them fit) 
tor the highest positions and give them 
the foundation that will advance them 
to fame and fortune. 

The speaker advocated that @ local 
committee should be formed for the 
advancement of the Canadian ettictency | 
test for boys ‘in this part of the world, 
and that this should be initiated | by | 
professional and business men and } 
women in the city.
